SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

Senate Bill 395 amends the Motor Vehicle Assigned Risk Law by eliminating subsection A of the
assignment of primary liability provision, which currently prohibits automobile dealerships from to
transferring insurance coverage responsibility to its customers who are borrowing the dealership-
owned vehicles.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
